No.  112. 

A BY-LAW 

Prohibiting  the  Sale  of  Intoxicating  lA-quors  to 
Minors  under  the  Age  of  20  gears. 

BE  IT  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Victoria,  as  follows: — 

From  and  after  the  final  passage  of  this  by-law  no 
person  or  persons  holding  a license  or  licenses  from  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  to  sell  liquors  with- 
in the  Corporate  limits  of  the  said  City  of  Victoria, 
shall  sell  or  cause  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  or  al- 
low to  be  given  or  sold  upon  the  premises  in  respect  of 
which  he  is  licensed,  any  wine,  spirits,  ale,  beer  or 
other  intoxicating  liquor  within  the  Corporate  limits 
of  the  said  City  of  Victoria,  to  any  person  or  persons 
under  the  age  of  twenty  years,  nor  shall  said  person  or 
persons  so  holding  such  license  or  licenses  as  aforesaid 
permit  any  person  or  persons  under  the  age  of  twenty 
years  to  remain  upon  his  premises  so  licensed,  and 


shall  eject  any  such  person  or  persons  under  said  age 
from  said  premises. 

No  person  or  persons  so  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall 
permit  any  gambling,  card  playing  or  dice  throwing 
by  any  person  or  persons  under  said  age  upon  any  pre- 
mises in  respect  of  which  he  holds  a license  as  afore- 
said. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  upon  conviction  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  a term  not  exceeding  one  month  or  by  pay- 
ing a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.) 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “By-Law  Regulat- 
ing the  Sale  of  Liquor  to  Minors  and  for  other  Pur- 
poses. ”
